'RitJi the selection of Sholem Asch's ‘'The Apostle,” a novel 
based on the life of St. Piul, as a dividend of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club. 
Tills is the book which Pierre van Paassea 
recently called a '7o?/r d e fo rce of the imagi­ 
nation perhaps unequalled in modern litera­ 
ture . . . an almost miraculous performanci 
in itself over which is diffused a solemn and 
grc.1t beauty.” 
Saul of Taurus, as the Apostle was first 
known, w'as by trade a weaver. On the road 
to Damascus,* he saw a blinding vision, 
wiiich converted him to Christianity. H i 
wrote many of liis great Epistles in a prison 
in Rome before he was beheaded as a heretic 
on the order of Nero. But he left his mark 
on the centurics to come. ” He, more than 
any other,” v. ritcs ^ír. van Paassen, "must be considered the architect 
of that .^landio'c .ind divine cultur.’I institution known as the Chris­ 
tian Church, which has molded the life and thoucht of half the civilized 
world.” 
Shoj'cni Asch, who was born in Poland of poor parents and who ob­ 
tained his American citizensliip in 1920, has been recognized for some 
years as a master story-teller. His immensely popular "The Nazarene” 
was also a Bcok-of-Lhe-Month Club choice. Before that there was his 
famous trilogy, "Three Cities,” and his play, "The God of Vengeance,” 
played first in Berlin, then in Paris, London and New York, wliich 
aroused wide controversy because of its string realism and which 
brought him international succcss. 


I'.rnic Pyle, in his book, "Ernie Pylc m England,” says tliat he heard 
so many tales of freak bombings that he

Can the churches of America refuse to condone war 
and still refuse to condone evil? That question has been 
plaguing m any of America's churchmen since the war 
began. 
Tile m ajority of pastors have solved it realis­ 
tically and patriotically, but there is inescapable evi­ 
dence th at some clerical attitudes, both official and pri­ 
vate, have been at odds with the overwhelming senti­ 
m ent of this country for a successful, decisive term in­ 
ation of this war. 
It is encouraging to note th a t the M ethodist church, 
a t its recent general conference, reversed its 1940 stand 
with a resolution th at “God Himself has a stake in the 
struggle. 
We repudiate the theory th at a state, even 
though imperfect in itself, m ust not light against intol­ 
erable wrong.’’ 
The vote on this resolution, reached after five hours 
of debate, was 373 to 300. But the lay vote made it as 
decisive as it was, since the clergy gave the resolution 
a bare m ajority of 170 to 169. 
A few days after this vote, however, a “peace now” 
plea was voiced by the Rev. Henry Darlington, an Epis­ 
copal clergyman of New York City. He urged th at the 
Pope, the Archbishop of Canterbury and tho Metropol­ 
itan of the Russian Church drop their differences and 
unite in calling on political heads of all nations to work 
for peace as they have worked for war. 
It seems incredible th at Dr. Darlington does not be­ 
lieve th at this w ar is being fought for peace—but a 
peace so decisive th at it m ay be enduring, rather than 
Mr. Cham berlain's “peace in our tim e.” Surely he m ust 
realize th a t Christian civilization was imperiled by a 
danger too desperate to be removed by half-measures. 
Nazi and Japanese barbarism Is a malignancy in the 
world's flesh. It cannot be cured by sedatives. It m ust 
be cut away and destroyed to stop its growth. 
That is 
a frightfully bloody and painful business, but it must 
be done. 
As the crucial operation in this fight for free life is 
about to commence, Dr. Darlington would have us return 
to the sedatives of appeasem ent and negotiation. 
The 
m inisters who protested tile bombing of Germany would 
have the surgeon bleed so that the patient might suffer 
furth er ravages of the old disease. 
Would it not be better if our stubbornly pacifists 
clergy could emulate the courage of their colleagues now 
serving as chaplains? Or might they not follow the ex­ 
ample of those many ministers who, realizing Christ­ 
ianity’* stake, have thrown their spiritual power behind 
the struggle for total victory? 
Fighting Christians, and their families 
at 
home, 
need hope and comfort, not the doctrine of futility and 
censure.

SHOLEM ASCH 


NE more indication of the present trend to religious novel* 
come* with the selection of Sholem Asch’s “The Apostle,” a novel 
based on the life of St. Paul, as a dividend of the Book-of-the-M onth 
Club. 
This is the book which Pierre van Paassea 
recently called a "tour de force of the imagi­ 
nation perhaps unequalled in modern litera­ 
ture . . . an almost miraculous performance 
in itself over which is diffused a solemn and 
great beauty.” 
Saul of Taurus, as the Apostle was first 
known, was by trade a weaver. On the road 
to Damascus,* he saw a blinding vision, 
which converted him to Christianity. H« 
wrote many of his great Epistles in a prison 
in Rome before he was beheaded as a heretic 
on 
the order of Nero. But he left his mark 
on 
the centuries to come. “ He, more than 
any other,” writes Mr. van Paassen, "must be considered the architect 
of that grandiose and divine cultural institution known as the Chris­ 
tian Church, which has molded the life and thought of half the civilized 
world.” 
Sholem Ascii, who was born in Poland of poor parents and who ob­ 
tained ins American citizenship in 1920, has been recognized for some 
years as a master story-teller. 
His immensely popular “The Nazarene” 
was also a Book-of-the-M onth Club choice. Before that there was his 
famous trilogy, 
Three Cities,” and his play, “The God of Vengeance,” 
played first in Berlin, then in Paris, London and N ew York, which 
aroused wide controversy because of its string realism and which 
brought him international success.
